BY  Accounts  laid  before  the  Committe 
from   the  Commiffioners  of  the   Cuf- 
toms,  of  Reprefentations  by  their  Officers,  re- 
lating to  the  Pradice  of  Smugling  ;    the  In- 
ftances  of  that  Pradice  fince  the  Commence- 
*  Seignoret. 

C  2  men!: 
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mcnt   of  the  Ad  made  the   lafl  Sellions  ap- 
pear to  be  as  follow. 

*  From  Cardigan  in  July  ij^^y  the  Surveyor 
General  of  South  Wales  acquainted  the  faid 
Commiffioners,  that  Smuggling  is  carried  on 
to  a  great  Height  between  'England  and  Ire^ 
land; 

*  From  Tar  mouth  in  Augiijl  1745,  the  Col- 
letftor  and  Comptroller  reprefented,  that  they 
had  received  Information,  that  on  the  i  \tb 
of  July  preceding,  Fifty  Smuglers  run  a 
Cargo  of  Tea  and  Brandy  at  Benacre  War- 
ren in  Suffolk;  and  on  the  2^fhof  the  fame 
Month  Sixty  Smugglers  landed  another  Cargo 
at  the  fame  Place,  and  a  Gang  of  Forty  land» 
ed  another  Cargo  at  Kerjland  Haven,  and  that 
on  the  31ft  of  that  Month,  Seventy  Smug- 
glers paffed  through  Benacre  Street  with  a  large 
Quantity  of  Goods,  having  with  them  a  b?eaft 
Cart,  with  Four  Horfes;  and  that  Forty  Smug- 
lers with  fifty  Horfes  landed  iXKerfland Haven, 
a  Cargo  of  Tea  and  Brandy,  which  they  car- 
ried off. 

*  From  Wells  in  OBcbcr  1745,  the  Col- 
ledtor  reprefented,  that  on  the  18//^  of  that 
Month,  about  two  Miles  Northward  oi Tar- 
mouth,  between  Fifty  and  Sixty  Horfes  were 
loaden  with  run  Goods,  and  carried  off  by 
a  Gang  of  armed  Smugglers.  From  Tarmouth 
the  principal  Officers  give  account.  That  on 
the  22d  oiOciober  One  hundred  and  twelve 
Horfes  were  laden  on  the  Beach  near  Bana- 
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ere  with  dry  Goods,   by  iipwardg  of  ninety 

Men  guarded  by  ten  perfons  with  Fire-arms ; 

and  tf-:at  on  the  20th  of  the    fame  Month. 

Foity  Hoifes  were  l-den  with  dry  Goods  at 

Kartle)\  by  Riders  well  arm'd. 

*  From  Chichefier  it  was  reprcfented,  That 
on  'January  1745,  nine  fmuggling  Cutters 
fail'd  from  Rye^  in  that  Month  for  Guemfey^ 
in  order  to  take  in  large  Quantities  of  Goods, 
to  be  run  on  the  Coaft,  and  that  they  had  In- 
telligence, that  one  of  the  Cutters  had  landed 
her  Cargo  :  From  Ipfwich,  the  Surveyor  Ge- 
neral informs  the  Commiffioners,  that  he  had 
received  Accounts,  that  at  different  Times,  be- 
tween the  30th  of  yufie,  and  the  aBth  of 
December^  there  have  been  run  on  feveral 
Parts  of  the  Suffolk  Coaft,  1835  Horfe  Loads 
of  Tea,  with  fome  other  Goods,  and  1689 
Horfe  Loads  of  wet  and  dry  Goods,  bsfides 
great  Quantities  of  wet  and  dry  Goods  landed 
out  of  leveral  Veffels,  all  which  were  convey- 
ed away  in  Waggon?,  and  other  Carriages, 
and  by  great  Numbers  of  Smugglers  loaded  : 
With  regard  to  the  firft  of  thel'e  Reprefenta- 
tionSj  the  faid  Commiffioners  ordered  a  Veflel 
to  cruize  on  the  Coaft  of  Wales,  and  with  re- 
gard to  the  others,  they  gave  Directions  to  in- 
tercept the  Goods ;  and  as  to  what  related  to 
the  Surveyor  General's  Account  from  Ipfwich, 
they  ordered  Proofs  to  be  procured,  but  all 
Endeavours  proved  ineffec^tual.

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*  By  the  faid  Accounc  it  appears  likcwife, 
that  the  Teas  and  other  Goods  fo  conveyed 
were  guarded  by  formidable  Gangs  of  Smug- 
lers  armed,  and  that  the  Officers  of  the  Cuf- 
toms  dare  not  attempt  to  make  any  Seizures : 
And  that  there  have  been  feveral  other  In- 
fiance?,  lince  the  lafl  Acfl,  wherein  the  Offi- 
cers of  the  Cuftoms  have  been  obflru(5led, 
and  prevented  in  fearching  for,  and  feizing  of 
prohibited  Goods  on  STiore,  and  on  great 
Number  of  Veflels  at  Sea,  and  that  where 
they  have  attempted  it,  they  have  been  beaten 
and  cruelly  wounded.  It  appears  aifo,  that 
the  Commiffioners  of  the  Cuftoms  received 
a  Letter  from  the  Collector  of  the  Port  of 
Wbitehaveriy  acquainting  them,  that  a  great 
clandeliine  Trade  is  daily  carried  on  upon 
that  and  the  Scotch  Coait,  from  the  IJle  of 
Man  (which  he  calls  a  Storehoufe  or  Maga- 
zine) of  all  high  Duty  Goods  3  befides  what 
is  run  from  that  IHand,  into  Lancafiire,  Ire- 
land ^  Wales  J  and  the  Highlands  of  Scotland -y 
to  fuch  a  Degree,  that  the  Revenue  oi Great- 
Britain  and  Ireland  fuffcrs  One  Himdred  Thou- 
fand  Founds  a  Year  thereby  :  That  this  Trade 
is  carried  on  in  open  Boats,  which  land  in 
the  Night,  on  any  Part  of  the  Coaft,  and  at  any 
time,  without  regarding  Tides;  and  to  Ireland^ 
Wales,  &c.  in  large  Wherries,  that  generally 
outfiil  any  of  the  Cujlom-Houfe  Sloops :  That 
on  the  15th  of  January^  eleven  Smugglers 
2  Boats 
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Boats  were  feen  going  into  the  Harbonr  of 
Whitehaven,  fleering  for  the  Scotch  Borders, 
laden   with    Brandy,    Rum    and    Tea,    and 
got   all  their   Cargoes  on  (liore,  except  one, 
which  was  taken  by  the  Officers  of  Seajield; 
That  that  Illand  has  fmce  the  War    with 
Frafjce     been   fupplied    from    thence    with 
Brandy,     Wine      and     other      Goods,      in 
neutral  Bottoms  ;    and  with  Rum   by   oar 
Ships,  chiefly   from  our   own    Plantations  ; 
That'  the    13th   of   February   at  Night,    a 
=  Dutch   S4iip  came  into  Whitehaven,  having 
'  difcharged   a  Cargo    of    high  Duty  Goods 
^  in  the  faid  Ifland  j  and  that  the  prefent  Law 
'  is  of  little  Force  to  prevent    this  deftrudive 
«  Trade,  there    being    greater    Quantities     of 

*  Goods  run  from  that  Ifland,  fmce  the  mak- 

*  ing  the  late  Aft,  than  ever  was  before ;  and 
«  he  concludes,  with  declaring  it  as  his  Opinion, 
«  that  the  Smugglers  ivill  one  Time  or  other,  if 
<  not  preve?2ted,  be  the  Rui?i  of  this  Kingdom: 

As  no  ftronger  Proof  can  be  given  or  re- 
quired, than  the  laft  authentic  Extrad:,  of 
the  iri^menfe  Lofs  the  Revenue  fuftained  in 
1745,  and  of  the  Injury  done  the  fair  Trader, 
by  thefe  National  PKinderers,  the  Public  will 
be  now  informed,  how  their  pernicious  Traffic 
continues  to  be  carried  on  at  this  Day,  and  in 
as  candid  a  Manner  as  can  be  expeded,  with-  ^

The 
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The  following  Reafons  for  annexing  the  IJle 
of  Man  to  the  Crown  of  Great- Britain ;  which 
have  been  delivered  this  Sellion  to  many  Mem- 
bers of  the  Honourable  Houfe  of  Commons  ; 
are  thetefore  in  the  firft  place  exhibited,  as  a 
Matter  well  worthy  the  Confideration  of  every 
Gentleman,  who  wifhes  well  to  fee  our  Trade 
tiourifh,  which  it  can  never  do  whiljl  Smug- 
gH72g  is  tolerated;  our  Specie  kept  at  Home, 
inftead  of  being  carried  to  France -y  the  Re- 
venue equalled  colleded,  and  our  Debt  and 
Taxes  diminifhed. 

Another  alarming  Confideration,  is,  how 
very  trifling  the  Taxes  colled:ed  in  North- 
Britain  are,  when  compared  with  thofe  paid 
in  England;  as  may  be  (qqu^  but  too  plainly, 
by  the  Revenue  Accounts  laid  before  Parlia- 
ment this  very  Seffion. 

But  the  Lofs  to  the  Revenue,  and  to  the 
Nation,  by  the  Articles  of  Tobacco  and  Tea 
alone,  at  this  Time,  as  by  the  following  Cal- 
culations, will  appear  more  ftriking  than  all 
the  reft.  It  is  not  here  defign'd  to  aggravate  in 
the  leaft,  but  to  fhew  how  precipitately  our  Debt 
and  our  infupportable  Burthen  of  Taxes  might 
diminiili,  if  but  properly  attended  to.

*  The  late  hov^Derhy^  from  feme  Notion  he 
had  formed,  of  being  able  to  leave  the  IJle  of 
Man  by  Will,  would  not  treat  with  the  Trea- 
fury.  The  Duke  of  Atholf,  the  prefent  Pro- 
prietor, may  probably  be  difpofed  to  part  with 
it,  upon  good  Terms ;  efpecially  when  it  is 
confidered,  that  moft  part  of  his  Revenues 
arife  from  fmall  Duties  and  Cufloms  paid  in  the 
IQand  upon  prohibited  Goods  entered,  and  af- 
terwards fmuggled  upon  the  Coafls  of  £);7g-/tf;;^,

If  we  look  back,  and  confider  how  many 
Millions  of  Debt,  the  honed  Part  of  thefe 
Kingdoms,  is  burthen'd  with,  by  fubmitting 
for  fo  many  Year%  to  be  plundered  by  fuch 
Gangs  of  Thieves,  can  we  poffibly  call  our- 
felves  a  civiliz'd  People,  have  we  the  leaft  Right

Let  that  Britifi  Spirit  awaken,  with  that  At- 
tention, to  the  national  Good,  it  has  fo  often 
iignalized  itfelf  iiw^j  diredled  by  thofe  calm,  fe- 
rious,  and  deliberate  Canfultation?,  which  are 
alone  the  furefl:  Means,  to  perfed:  the  Cure  of 
the  greatefl:  Evils,  without  Pique  or  Refent- 
ment  agalnft  any  Set  of  Men,  without  fecking 
Vengeance  for,  but  rather  pardoning,  all  paft 
Offences.  Thus  fhall  we  fee  the  Morals  of  our 
People,  corrupted  by  the  little  Attention  paid 
to  the  enforcing  the  Execution  of  the  Laws, 
recover  their  former  Soundnefs,  and  thofe  innu- 
merable and  valuable  Lives,  preferv'd  for  our 
Emolument,  Strength,  and  Happinefs,  which 
are  now  fuffer'd  to  be  wafted,  by  Spiritcus 
Liquors,  under  the  thin  Pretence  of  Incapacity 
of  redrefs,  left  the  Revenue  ftiould  fuffer  a  Di- 
minution.

That  the  above  Sixty  Veffels  be  ftatloned  on 
fuch  Parts  of  the  Coafts  oi  Great  Britain ^n^

under  the  Diredion  of  the  High  Admiral,  or 
Commiffioners  for  executing  that  Office.

That  the  whole  Produce  of  Goods  con- 
demned in  the  Court  of  Exchequer  by  any 
Veffels,  be  given  to  the  Officers  and  Company, 
divided  in  fuch  Prop:)rtions  as  Goods  taken 
from  the  Enemy  were,  in  the  late  War. 

That  fuch  Lieutenant  commanding  any  Vef- 
fel  as  fhall  take  and  condemn  the  greateft 
Number  of  Smuggling  Veffels  within  each  Year, 
be  made  a  Mafter  and  Commander. 

That  the  faid  Veffels  be  liable  to  be  viiited, 
and  fearched  by  the  Officers  of  the  Cuftoms, 
on  their  putting  into  Port,  or  being  met  with 
at  Sea,  by  any  of  the  Smacks  belonging  to  the 
Cuftom-Houfe. 

That  a  Signal  be  appointed  for  fuch  Veffels, 
to  be  known  by  the  Cuftom-Houfe  Officers  at 
every  Port,  and  that  the  faid  Signal  be  made  by 
every  fuch  Veffel,  on  their  firft  appearing  off 
any  Port  they  defign  to  enter,  to  the  End  the 
Officers  of  the  Cu(loms  may  repair  on  board  as 
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foon  as  poiTible ;  and  that  no  Boat  be  fent  from 
any  one  of  the  faid  Veflels,  either  on  Shore,  or 
on  board  any  Ship  or  VefTel  whatfoever,  nor  any 
permitted  to  come  on  board  any  fuch  VefleJ, 
either  from  the  Shore,  or  any  Ship  or  VelTel 
whatever,  till  fhe  has  been  vilited  and  fearched 
by  the  faid  Officers. 

That  no  Entry  of  any  fort  of  Goods  be  ad- 
mitted at  the  Cuftom-Houfe  from  any  of  the 
faid  Veflels,  but  that  all  kinds  of  Goods,  wet 
or  dry,  which  are  not  the  Produce  or  Manu- 
fadure  of  Great  Britain^  or  fuch  as  can  be 
proved  to  have  paid  the  Duty,  be  confifcated. 

That  every  Perfon  employ 'd  in  the  faid  Vef- 
fels,  to  whom  any  Goods  feized  did  belong,  be 
profecuted  as  the  Law  diredis  in  cafe  of  Smug- 
glers ;  and  if  any  fuch  Goods  were  belonging  to 
any  Lieutenant  commanding  them,  fuch  Lieu- 
tenant fliall  moreover  be  broke,  and  deemed 
incapable,  by  Law,  of  holding  any  Office,  Ci- 
vil or  Military,  for  the  future. 

That,  to  prevent  vexatious  Suits,  an  Excep- 
tion be  made  againft  the  Seizure  of  Liquors  of 
all  forts,  as  fiir  as  thirty  Gallons,  all  lorts  in- 
cluded, in  every  Veflel. 

That  every  Officer  and  Seaman  belonging  ta 
the  faid  Veffels,  be  paid  fix  Months  Pay,  as  of- 
ten as  eighteen  Months  is  due  to  them,  on  their 
Arrival  in  any  Port  where  Payments  are  made. 

That  the  Pay  Tickets  of  all  Perfons  dif- 

charged  from  any  of  them,  be  noted  at  the 
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Navy  Office,  the  firil  Board  Day  they  appear 
there,  and  paid  ten  Days  after. 

That  (to  prevent  any  Seaman  being  compeU'd 
to  fell  his  Ticket  at  a  Difcount)  the  Lieutenants 
commanding  fuch  Veflel?,  be  directed  to  advance 
to  each  Man  difcharg'd  from  any  of  them. 
Three  Pence  per  Mile,  for  every  Mile,  the 
Place  fuch  JN/Ien  are  difcharg'd  at,  is  diftant 
from  London,  fetting  off  the  Sum  paid  on  each 
Ticket,  to  be  dedu&d  at  the  Payment.  The 
Lieutenant  to  draw  for  fuch  Sums  on  the  Navy 
Board. 

That  the  Lieutenant  commanding  each  Vef- 
fel,  do  buy  for,  and  fupply  the  Seamen  therein, 
with  Tobacco,  and  Slop  Cloaths,  each  Seaman 
paying  FiftCv-^n  Pence  per  Pound  for  Tobacco, 
and  Fifteen  per  Cent  on  the  prime  Cofl  of  Slops 
delivered  on  Board,  and  that  the  Slops  be  all  of 
one  Sort  and  Colour. 

That  a  Claufe  be  added  to  the  Ad,  for  the 
better  regulating  his  Majefly's  Navy  Ships  of 
War,  and  Forces  by  Sea,  to  the  following  Ef- 
fea.* 

Every  Officer,  Seaman,  and  others,  employ- 
ed in  Ships  or  Veffels,  which  are,  or  fhall  be 
hir'd  into  his  Majefty's  Service,  for  cruizing  on  the 
Coaft  of  Great  Britain  or  Ireland,  to  be  deemed 
as   Part  of  his  Majefty's  Sea  Forces,  and  fub-

jelled  to  the  within  Articles  to  all  Intents  and 
Purpofes,  as  if  they  did  adually  belong  to  any 
of  the  Ships  of  his  Majefly's  Fleet. 

APPENDIX,  by  way  of  Notes. 

The  Number  of  VefTels  within  propofed, 
being  principally  defigned  for  preventing  the 
clandefline  Importation  and  Exportation  of 
Goods  to  and  from  Great  Britain  and  Ire- 
land, fliould  be  of  fuch  Sort  as  the  Smugglers 
make  Ufe  of,  on  the  different  Parts  of  the 
Coaft,  and  the  beft  failing  Veffcls  that  can  be 
procured. 

The  faid  VefTels,  befides  the  main  great  End 
for  which  they  are  propos'd,  will  anfwer  feve- 
ral  other  very  ufeful  Purpofes ;  they  will  make 
all  the  Officers  and  Seamen  employ'd  in  them, 
well  acquainted  with  the  Coafts  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, Ireland,  France,  and  Holland  ;  they  will 
be  ready  to  raife  Seamen  immediately,  when 
'tis  necelTary  to  fend  a  Squadron  or  Fleet 
to  Sea,  by  Orders  being  given  to  the  Lieu- 
tenants commanding  them  to  call  at  particular 
Rendezvoufes,  every  Ten  Days,  for  Orders 
from  the  Admiralty,  by  which  means,  the 
Time  taken  in  hiring  Tenders,  and  providing 
them  with  Voluntiers  will  be  faved,  and 
in  that  Time  many  good  Seamen  rais'd  -,  and  if 
after  the  Spuadron,  or  Fleet  fitted  out  is  Fvlann'd, 
and  ready  for  the  Sea,  a  Lieutenant,  and  Twelve 
or  Fourteen   Voluntiers,  with   Three  or  Four 
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petty  Officers,  be  put  into  fome  of  the  largeft 
of  them,  they  may  be  employ'd  as  Tranfports 
for  Provilion  and  moft  kind  of  Stores ;  to  raife 
Seamen  for  other  Ships  fitting  out  ;  to  carry 
Water  and  Refiedniient  to  the  Weftern  Squa- 
dron ;  and  bring  in  their  fick  Men  with  Convoy, 
The  Want  of  Ships  for  fome  of  thefe  Purpofe?, 
havigated  by  Men  not  fubjeft  to  Martial  Law, 
has  been,  and  may  be  attended  with  great  Lofs 
to  the  Service. 

The  Pay  propofed  to  every  Perfon  to  be  em- 
ployed, is  equal  to  what  is  given  to  Men  in  the 
fame  Office,  in  Ships  of  the  fixth  Rate,  and 
the  Pay  to  the  Lieutenant,  in  Confideration  of 
his  being  Commander,  is  One  Shilling  a  Day 
more  than  any  Lieutenant  has,  except  in  Fir/l 
and  Second  Rates. 

The  Gromets  is  an  Eftabliflimefit  which  was 
formerly  in  the  Navy  j  they  are  meant  to  be 
young  Fellows  of  about  Eighteen,  who  were 
never  at  Sea,  to  breed  up  as  Seamen— -—Sea- 
men in  the  Service,  have  hitherto  paid  Nine- 
teen Pence  per  Pound  for  Tobacco.  Sure  Fif- 
teen is  Profit  fufficicnr,  as  the  befl  Tobacco  may 
be  bought,  Duty  paid,  I  mean  unmanufadlured, 
at  Nine  Pence.  A  Man  is  allowed  to  take  Two 
Pound  of  it  in  a  Month ;  fo  each  Man  who 
takes  that  Allowance,  will  five  Eight  Shillings 
and  Eight  Pence,  which,  with  an  Addition  of 
Nine  Pence,  will  buy  himfelf  a  warm  Pea- 
"acket. 
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The  Reafon  why  it  is  propofed  that  the  Lieu- 
tenant fliouid  provide  Slop-Cloaths  is,  becaufe 
it  is  likely  they  will  be  better  than  they  have 
hitherto  been  ;  and  it  is  as  reafonable  to  let  an 
Officer  get  a  finall  Profit  from  the  People  un- 
der him,  as  Strangers.  And,  to  prevent 
Frauds,  a  Pattern  may  be  given  by  the  Navy 
Board. 

Thirteen  Months  are  allowed  to  the  Year 
in  all  yearly  Calculations  within. 
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
